VASHINGTON, July 26. — (UP). — Director John Edgar Hoover of the 
Fedaral Bureau of Investigation today began his 31st year with the 
justice department with a forecast that the days ahead would be usier 
than those of the recent war and the gangster era of the 30 * 8 . 

He was 22 waen he started work with the department 30 years 
ago today. For nearly 23 years he has beer, director of theFBI which 
when he took over, had about 600 employees, including agents and other 
types of employees. Today finds him with 8,liOO men and women under his 
command. 

Hoover told the United Press that the work-load on these 
persons--apents, tvpists, switchboard operators, messengers to whoa he 
fondly refers as "my associates" — has increased by leaps and bounds. 

"In addition to the general increase in work resulting from 
the rise in crime trends", he said, "the FEI, by legislation and other 
means, has been given new responsibilities since the end of World War II* 
He said that the Atomic Energy Control Act "will In one year 


more than double the case load of the FBI."

These increases reflected like increases in the work load of the 
PM, aiii the first. dJ’ this year found 63,368 matters of an investigative 
nature ponding intne bureau. He placed the FBI on an emergency basis 
several months ago, thereby boost inp the work-week from hO to I48 hour*.

forfeited r ',226 days of annual leave Jan. 1, because they had alreatjy 

a .‘cumulated the maximum allowed under government regulations. 

Hoover said that one of the moat important Jobs faced by the 
Bureau in the months to come are the duties imposed under the atomic 
energy law. In addition to investigating violations of th£ security of 
the atomic program, the FBI also is responsible for investigating the 
associations and loyalty of employees and others having access to 
restricted data, while the secjrity for the bomb itself rests with the 
Commission. 

"During the next year," Hoover said, "the F~ J I expects to aonduct 

aoproximuiely 75.000 separate investigations under the set— a Job that will 

require something like 225,000 days of work f6r FEI agents and an untold 

nom er of days for clerks, stenograohers and* supervisory employees."

He said he also antlcinpate i about 20,000 additional requests for 
soecial name and fingerprint starches under an agreement with the Atomic 
fcnerpy Oo-.xission.

TO ALL FJATDYEES: 

Subject: Affidavit regarding membership in organizations which 
assert the right to strike against the Government. 


Appropriation bills for the fiscal year 1947 provide that 
no part of the appropriation shall be used to pay the salary or wages 
of any person who engages in a strike against the Government of the 
United States or who is a member of an organization of Government 
employees that asserts the right to strike against the Government of 
the United States. It is provided that for the purpose of this 
legislation an affidavit shall be considered prima facie evidence 
that the person making the affidavit has not contrary to the provi- 
sions of this law engaged in a strike against the Government of the 
United States and is not a member of an organization of Government 
employees that asserts the right to strike against the Government of 
the United States. 

All employees must execute the affidavit on the other side 
of this circular. Wien you have signed the affidavit it should be 
returned promptly to your immediate supervisor who will forward it 
through regular channels (for noting against payroll records) to 
the Administrative Assistant to the Attorney General.

We came to appreciate more and more his technique In fUwmndlng that 
his associates guard the constitutional rights of persons arrested, and that 
hie agents work harder to establish a man's lnnooenoe than his guilt. As a 
result of suoh demands, over 91 % of those arrested by the federal Bureau of 
Investigation were ultimately fbund guilty.

John Edgar Hoover was bom January 1, 1895, in the District of 
Columbia . He was educated in the public schools of the Diatriot of Columbia^ 
-gr a duat ing fr e m ■ G efftev al "high 'Ouhaoi 1 in 1913 *. He holds the Degrees of LL.B., 
and LL.il. , from George Washington University and also the Honorary Degree of 
Doctor of Laws from George Washington University, Pennsylvania Military Col- 
lege, New York University, Drake University, Westminister College, Oklahoma 
BaptiHt University, Georgetown Univereity, Notre Dame University, St. John* a 
University Law School, Rutgers University, the University of Arkansas, Sea- 
ton Hall College and Holy CrosB College. He holds an Honorary Degree of 
Doctor of Science from K al ama xoo College and the Honorary Degree of Doctor 
of Civil Laws from the University of the South. 

He has been admitted to practice law before the bar of tha Dis- 
trict Court of the United States for the District of Columbia, the United 
States Court of Claims, and the United States Supreme Court. 

Mr. Hoover entered the Department of Justice in 1917, and In 1919, 
was appointed Special Assistant to the Attorney General. From 1921 until

The citativn wat read by Harold 
O. Voorhis. ehilman. of the Hol- 
land Society /medal award and 
secretary of itw York University. 
It commendetf Hoover for the suc- 
cess of his administration as head 
of the FBI and declared he had 
built the finest law enforcement 
agency the world has ever known 
through carefully selected and well 
trained personnel, strategic organ, 
lzatlop, fine equipment and sci- 
entific technique. 

WARNING BY HOOVER. 

FBI's chief in bla acceptance 
warned against a breakdown of 
the home and its teachings by a 
wartime spirit that “has resulted 
in a big Increase in crime by the 
youth of the nation.” 

James W. Gerard, former am- 
bassador to Oermany, addressing 
the meeting, told his listeners that 
with American and British troops 
holding part of North Africa and 
driving toward complete occupa- 
tion of the African Mediterranean 
coast. Hitler must defend the long 
atretch of coast from the Pyrenees 
almost to the gates of Istanbul. ' 

Discussing post-war treatment 
of Oermany, Gerard suggested “aj 
Danublan empire, a federal state! 
with a king or emperor at its 
head." 

8 EES A “U. 8. OF EUROPE." 

Gerard envisioned a league to 
Include the separate states com- 
posed Of Csechs, Slavs. Croat*, the 
Hungarians and Austrian* — “all 
separate states, having like us a 
common customs frontier, a com- 
mon coinage, representatives 
elected according to population 
and two senators from eachi 
shrfe." 

"Another Balkan league," he 
aaJd, "might Include Rumania and 
Jugoslavia, with Bulgaria ab- 
sorbed by Jugoslavia.
